THE LATE EXPLOSION AT Kids 
MILLS.

ing | vivid account of the explosion. 


The gentleman is still suffering from 
the effects of his terrible experience 
and trembled visibly when talking. **) 
hardly know how I can describe the 
awful occurrence,“ he said. I am 
still dazed from the effects of the 
shock. I was visiting a friend near 
King’s Mills, and during the afternoon 
sauntered up the road to the cartridge 
factory, when a freight train came 
along. I started toward my friend’s 
house. On reaching the top of the hill 
I turned around just as the freight 
train was making a running switch 
to a sidetrack. I saw a brakeman 
on one of the cars as they shot onto 
the sidetrack. He was waving 
his band to some one on the train. As 
I looked I saw two detached cars bump 
against what 1 supposed to be an 
empty car on the sidetrack. An in- 
stant later there was a rumbling noise. 
Then the very ground beneath me 
seemed to open. I saw a puff of 
smoke, followed a second later by an- 
other, and the cars disappeared. The 
station and powder houses and dwell- 
ing seemed to follow. and the work of 
destruction had only just commenced. 
I stood rooted to the ground. I bad 
an idea, of course, of what had oc- 
curred, but 1 could not realize it. 
knew many lives were going out, bu: 

I was powerless to lend «ssistance. 

Then dense volumes «: lame and 
smoke trom tue doors 
and windows o! the cartridge factory. 
I saw men, women and children tear- 
ing at each other in frantic endeavors 
to escape. 

“The explosion and fire atthe car 
tridge-house seemed to be simulta- 
neous. The building did not catch fire 
in the ordinary way, but the flames 
seemed to penetrate the doors and win- 
dows from all sides. I saw a number 
of women come out, but some certainly 

erished in the flames. A dwelling 

ouse below the cartridge-house was 
blown from its foundation and dashed 
to the ground. In this building a 
mother and her child lost their lives. 
How. long I stood I don’t know, but I 
managed to make my way to the scene 
and others in the neigbborbood also 
gathered there. The scene was one of 
the most awful ever witnessed. The 
railroad tracks were twisted and torn 
like so much paper, and telegraph poles 
and wires were burned as 80 much 


etinder. We got to work as soon as 
possible, and I know we got fully a 
dozen women and men from the 


powder-bouse. There was uot one but 
was injured or bruised. They seemed 
to be oblivious of their surroundings, 
and I don’t think they realized what 
occurred. Some were burned, and 
others were cut and bruised by the 
force of the explosion. To add to the 
terrible sene was the constant snap- 
ping of cartridges, and the rescuers 
were in danger of being killed at any 
time. Idon’t know how many were 
killed, but lam of the opinion that 
ten at least lost their lives.

| Three Prominent Citizens | tion 
Arrested Yesterday 


ON A VERY SERIOUS CHARGE. 


Damronand J, S. Chadwick the 
Parties—Facts of the Case— 
Discharged. 


A big sensation was caused yesterday by 
the arrest of City Justice W. C. Lockwood, 
Hon. James M. Damron, member of the 
State Legislature, and J. 8. Chadwick, a 
real-estate operator, on a charge of forgery. 
The news spread rapidly, and in a short 
time it was the general topic of conversa- 
tion on the streets. 

THE FACTS OF THE CASE. 

The facts, as gathered by a Times re 
porter, were, in substance, as follows: 
Tuesday morning a promissory note for 
$110, in favor of B. F. Getchell, and pur- 
porting to be signed by W. C. Lockwood 
and E. T. Wright, the civil engineer, was 
presented at the Southern Cal itornia Na- 
tional Bank for discount, by J. S. Chad- 
wick, attorney-in-fact for B. F. Getchell.

bank. An hour or two later a check for $75, 
drawn Getchell, by Chadwick, payable 
to W. C. k wood or order, was presen 
and d in the regular way by the cashier, 
Mr. Fiint.

A CHINESE PERJURY CASE ON 
TRIAL. 


The Mt. Wilson Suit Continued Be- 
fore Judge McKinley—Mining Ex- 
perts on the Stand—New Cases 
~—General Court Notes. 


Kwai You was on trial for perjury yester- 
day in Department No. 6 of the Superior 
Court. The charge arose out of the testi- 
mony given by the defendant upon the 
examination of parties cliarged with being 
implicated in a robbery which took place at 
the Chinese theater May ist, in which an 
actor lost some costumes and valuables. 
The defendant is accused of swéaring that 
on the morning of the burglary he was going 
down Alameda street when he looked up 
an alley and saw a white man, a white 
woman and a Chinaman breaking open a 
kind of trunk and taking clothing from it. 
He described the clothing as red and white, 
as near as he could tell. 

The trial of the case resulted in the re- 
cital over again of the incidents of the 
robbery, the actor who suffered by the loss 
being on the stand to describe the property 
stolen and his efforts to regain it. A 
number of witnesses were examined during 
the day, it being the effort of the prosecu- 
tion to show an alibi for the persons said to 
have been present at the time the defend- 
ant says he saw them. ‘The prosecution 
was represented by Mr. Hardesty from 
the District Attorney’s office, and KR. A. 
Ling, Esq., while G. Wiley Wells, Esq., 
conducted the defense. 4

The young melon at first 
has a glazed appearance, which it 
loses when it attains a length of six or 
eight inches. As soon as I see the first 
melous in this condition I go over the 
patch and with some dull instrument, 
such asanail or pointof a pocket- 


knife turned crossways, make a single 


mark about one inch in length on each 
melon, simply scratching the cuticle. 
In about a week lagain go over the 
patch and put two marks on the mel- 
ons that have in the intervening time 
attained the proper size. The week 
following I place three marks upon the 
melons, etc. Now, if you pull one of 
the melons, marked No. 1, and find 
that it is ripe, you may be certain that 
all that are similarly marked are ripe,

THE STORY OF THE VEDOLIA. 


Our readers are familiar with the 
good work done for Southern California 
orange-growers by Mr. Albert Koebele, 
one of the California agents of the 
Division of Entomology, who went to 
Australia in the fali of 1888 under in- 
structions: from the Department of 
Agriculture, for the purpose of in- 
vestigating the Australian natural 
enemies of the cottony cushion scale, 
with the view of introducing the most 
efficient of them into California. The 
Division of Entomology of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture has just issued an 
interesting report of Mr. Koebele’s 
trip, the results of which have been of 
such vast importance to this section. 
Failing to secure a specific appropri- 
ation from Congress for this purpose, 
although assisted in the attempt by 
the California delegation, and purticu- 
larly by Mr. Felton, and failing also to 
secure the removal of the clause re- 
stricting travel to the limits of the 
United States, the department was 
led to accomplish the result through 
the kindness of the Department of 
State, in connection with the Mel- 
bourne Exposition, an arrangement 
having been made whereby two of the 
salaried agents of the division should 
be temporarily attached to the com- 
mission, their expenses outside the 
United States to be defrayed by the 
commission, within the sum of two 
thousand dollars. 

Mr. Koebele describes the difficulties 
which he met with in finding speci- 
mens of the icerya and its natural 
enemy, the vedolia. In Melbourne he 
called upon the celebrated naturalist, 
Baron Ferdinand von Mueller, who 
assured him that the icerya never be- 
came extensively injurious in Austra- 
lia. Occasionally, and in certain spots, 
they became numerous, but always 
disappeared aguin. Other prominent 
naturalists had never met with any 
specimens in all their collecting trips. 
At last, however, after persistent 
efforts, Mr. Koebele discovered large 
colonies of the icerya, together with its 
attendant parasite. As to the effective 
work done by the vedolia in Australia, 
Mr. Koebele says: 


As far as the lady-bug is concerned it 
will show itself, or rather has done 80 al- 
ready.. They never were found by the 
writer except feeding upon icerya, and yet 
there must surely exist in Australia some 
other scales upon which they feed. The 
work this littie insect is abie to accomplish 
is shown by the fact that by chance it went 
over to Auckland, New Zealand, where the 

«a was in a flourishing state, having de- 
stroyed nearly everything about five years 
or so since, and there cleared nearly the 
whole district around Auckland within 
about two years. From here it has spread 
south as faras Hawk’s Bay without any ar- 
tificial help, everywhere increasing in num- 
bers as long as the food would last. I shall 
be greatly mistaken if this one insect alone 
is not master of the situation within two 
years’ time, although we have compara- 
tively few to battie with. It will need 
thousands everywhere to clean up the mill- 
ions of scales. I had no time while in the 
field te study much of the life-history of 
this valuable insect, My first motto was al- 
ways ret as many as ible.” If once 
established here, the may -be 
stadied at leisure. :

only nineteen days from the eggs to 
the mature th In bot weather in 
os ‘An . Koebele expects to 


see all the stagés gone through in less 
time than this, and we may expect at 
least fifteen broods annually of this 
insect to two of the icerya. 

The pract ical result of the introduc- 
tion of the lady bug into Southern Cal- 
ifornia has all, and more, than 
Mr. Koebele ¢@xpected. The much 
dreaded white scale, which had al- 
most destroyed our citrus industry, is 
now a thing of the past. It will not, 
however, do to go to sleep in fancied 
security. Stray.specimens of the scale 
are in existence here and there. It 
would not take them long to increase 
and multiply. If we are wise wé shall 
see that the enemy of the icerya is kept 
from dying out, so that our orange 
groves may not again be left at the 


mercy of this rapacious insect. , 
WATERMAN’S CHANCES IN SAN 


FRANCISCO, 


.The San Francisco papers are still 

discussing the prospects of Mr. Water 
man’s gubernatorial aspirations as if 
such aspirations were really a possible 
factor in the coming campaign. While 
they discuss the subject, there are 
still, however, no papers which con- 
sider that Mr. Waterman would have 
the slightest prospect of success. The 
Bulletin is of opinion that a delega- 
tion from that city to the Republican 
State Convention, either wholly or 
partially for Waterman, would be the 
political: joke of the campaign. A 
delegation rallying around the new 
Chinese Minister, it considers, would 
nol de more absurd or ridiculous. 
Says the Bulletin: 


By his consent and assistance 800, 000 
was wrung out ot it last year for the use of 
the State in excess of the usual demand 
from thatform of our government. Eight 
hundred thousand dollars is a great deai of 
money, and heavy labor had to be per- 
formed to get it together. There will be 
squeezed out of it this year about #500,000 
more than is necessary, under the same be- 
nigu influence. Watermans may be valu- 
able. but it is generally supposed that 
$1,300,000 is too much to pay for one of 
them in the course of two years. 

A few of the other counties derived more 
or less benefit from the loot of 1888. San 
Bernardino, for instance, gets $350,000 for a 
new insane asylum. ut Gov. Water- 
man resides in San Bernardino, and most of 
his property is located there. San Fran- 
cisco, however, got nothing at all—notbing 
but a drain, which crippled the holiday 
trade and raised the rates of interest for a 
time. Under the circumstances, a delegation 
from San Francisco in favor of Waterman 
would be one of the most remarkable poli- 
tical manifestations ever made. It will 
show among other things how much Repub- 
lican manipulators are in touch with the 
people. If Los Angeles could not pass a 
resolution referring in any way to Water- 
men's administration, San Francisco, with 
a delegation rallying around him, would be 
the laughing-stock of California. Every- 
body would know how it had n done, 
But it would not be a good political start 
for all that.

James Clement Ambrose in the M.

James Clement Ambrose of Chicago 
lectured in the Methodist Church Tues- 
day night, before an audience that 
comfortably filled the large audito- 
rium.

My Partner.“ 

Mrs. Rachel Reid, president of the 
W. C. T. U., called the meeting to order. 

v. Dr. Bresee offered prayer, after 

hich the speaker was introduced. 
My Partner“ turned out to be a 
woman and the lecture had to do with 
the question of woman suffrage. The 
subject was handled in a humorous, 
epigrammatic style, emphasizing the 
reasons most commonly advanced for 
granting women ballot rights and 
ridiculing the objections put forth by 
those on the other side. 

The family was referred to as the 
unit of social life and the ballot was 
termed the right of all self-governed 
people. Women’s qualifications for 
good government are as good as those 
ofmen. This being so, she should be 
granted the same privileges of self- 
government. The objections made to 
such a government by Parkman, the 
historian, were in turn brought up and 
answered at considerable length. 

The statement that fighting and 
voting should go together was met by 
statistics which go to show that only a 
small proportion of men who vote are 
capable of bearing arms. 

The lecture was original in style and 
interesting throughout. At its close a 
collection was taken up for the benefit 
of the speaker.
